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HISTORY OF THE COLORED ORPHANAGE 
OF NORTH CAROLINA 


In August, 1882, The Colored Orphanage Association was formed 
in Henderson, North Carolina, by members of the Shiloh and Wake 
Associations. The idea was presented by Dr. Augustus Shepard, who 
noticed during his travel throughout the state the large number of 
homeless, neglected children. 


At a later meeting the Association set out to find a suitable 
location for the prospective orphan home. Many difficulties were 
encountered and in October, 1883, a farm of twenty-three acres 
located one and one-half miles from Oxford, on the Raleigh Road, was 
obtained for $1565.00. One-half of the price was paid at the time 
possession was given. The Orphanage was named the “Grant Colored 
Asylum.” 

The Grant Orphanage Asylum ceased to exist in 1887 when ‘“‘The 
Colored Orphanage Asylum of N. C.” was incorporated. The members 
of the board were Rev. Augustus Shepard, Rev. Joshua Perry, Rev. W. 
A. Patillo, Rev. Isaac Alston, Rev. J. W. Levy, Mr. M. F. Thornton, 
Mr. H. E. Long, Mr. Henry Hester and Honorable H. P. Cheatham. 


The Orphanage was incorporated as a non-denominational insti- 
tution to receive children deprived of their parents and means of sup- 
port, and to train them along religious, moral and industrial lines in 
order to fit them for useful law-abiding citizens. 


When the Orphanage was known as the “Grant Orphanage” Rev. 
Joshua Perry was elected its first superintendent and Rev. W. A. Pa- 
tillo was named General Agent. The Rev. Perry served for one year 
and was succeeded by Miss Bessie Hockin, a Canadian woman, who 
served from 1884 to 1886. Miss Hockin not only served without salary, 
but also donated her furniture to the orphan home. She had no income 
of her own and lived only by faith. It was during that time that Mr. 
Henry Hester, of Oxford, volunteered to pay all bills contracted in 
providing food for the orphans. Mr. Hester acted as treasurer of the 
Orphanage until his death in 1901. 


Rev. W. A. Patillo served as superintendent for the year 1886- 
1887. It was during his administration that Mrs. Adline Cogwell be- 
came connected with the institution as matron. Mrs. Cogwell not only 
received no pay, but worked to help support the children of the insti- 
tution. 


In 1887 the Board of Directors elected Rev. Robert Shepard super- 
intendent without promise of remuneration. Rev. M. C. Ransom gave 
board to the new superintendent until a three-room house could be en- 
larged. The enlarged building served as the superintendent’s home, 
boys’ dormitory, dining room and kitchen. A few years later a girls’ 
dormitory was built, and near it a laundry building was built. 


According to data received from the superintendent’s report of 
1902-1908, a forty-four acre farm was purchased in 1895 at the cost of 
$1,440; a little later an adjoining lot of four acres was bought. In 1898 
one acre of land located directly in front of the Orphanage property 
was bought. On this land a home for the superintendent was erected. 
It was a frame structure consisting of nine rooms. A small store room 
in the home was used for storage of clothing. Shoes were kept in an 
outhouse located in the yard of the superintendent’s home. A few years 
later a donation of three acres of land, on which was located a well- 
built house, was gratefully received. There were on hand numerous 
applications for admittance that had been deferred because of lack of 
space. On Thanksgiving Day, 1903, twenty young chidren and a ma- 
tron moved into this new home, since space was made available for the 
new children. 
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Donations from Mr. B. N. Duke, churches, associations and frater- 
nal orders were received yearly. Produce from the farm supplied the 
table, and cotton and corn were grown for the market. The proceeds 
from these sales helped greatly in meeting current obligations. The 
legislature of the State of North Carolina appropriated $5,000 yearly 
to the institution. This amount was increased to $10,000 during Rev. 
Shepard’s administration. Rev. Shepard resigned his position at Ox- 
ford in 1903 in order to help with establishment of the Orphanage in 
Forsyth County near Winston-Salem, North Carolina. 


Mr. H. P. Cheatham, ex-congressman and a member of the origi- 
nal board of incorporators, succeeded Rev. Shepard as superintendent. 
Mr. Cheatham: served as superintendent from 1907-1935. In keeping 
with progressive ideas brick buildings were constructed during his ad- 
ministration to replace the original frame buildings. The bricks were 
made on the Orphanage grounds by the boys. The buildings erected 
were a boy’s dormitory, girl’s dormitory, chapel dining room, laundry 
and dormitory for small boys. The Angier B. Duke School and Office 
Building was erected during this time, a gift of Mr. B. N. Duke. The 
farm acreage was increased until it reached the size of 400 acres. 


The Orphanage was re-incorporated in 1927 under the name “The 
Colored Orphanage of North Carolina.” The following were named to 
the board of directors: M. F. Thornton, M. C. Ransom, J. W. Levy, J. 
C. Jeffries, J. E. Shepard, N. A. Cheek, Alex. Peace, G. C. Shaw. 


Under the act of re-incorporation it was authorized that the Gov- 
ernor of North Carolina would appoint five white men of Granville 
County as members of the board of directors. 


In 1935 Mr. H. P. Cheatham died, and his son, Charles, succeeded 
him as superintendent. Mr. Charles Cheatham served for two years. 
At the end of the period he resigned to accept work in a northern city. 


Mr. T. K. Borders was elected superintendent in February, 1937. 
His program emphasized the improvement of living conditions; special 
attention was given to health, diet, discipline and play. During the ad- 
ministration of Mr. Borders many improvements were made in the 
physical plant, among which may be mentioned the installation of a 
heating plant in the boy’s dormitory, addition of a washing machine 
and also a sewer connection with the main sewer system of the city of 
Oxford. On October 15, 1940, Superintendent Borders died. The Or- 
phanage was directed by its Assistant Superintendent, Mr. C. A. Al- 
ston, until March 1, 1941, when Mr. T. A. Hamme was elected super- 
intendent. 


Mr. Hamme found at the Colored Orphanage a definite need for 
continued physical and cultural improvements and the development of 
a definite vocational and recreational program. During his administra- 
tion considerable progress was made along these lines, and efforts 
were made to have the institution meet standards set by other educa- 
tional institutions of the State. Buildings were screened and the in- 
teriors renovated. A new modern dairy barn, stable, shop and super- 
intendent’s home were erected. 


In 1946 a special financial campaign was begun to secure funds 
for an expansion program which included remodeling of the girls’ 
dormitory, new boys’ dormitory, vocational building, girls’ cottage and 
infirmary. 

_ The loss of the boys’ dormitory by fire on March 20, 1948, neces- 
sitated the use of all available funds to replace the buildings. This 
dormitory was known as the Robert Shepard Building. The citizens of 
the entire State of North Carolina and elsewhere contributed their 


finances to make possible the new Robert Shepard Building, which 
has been in use since 1949. 


REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT ih} 


Jackson 8S. Hoyle and Mr. John R. Larkins of the State De- 
partment of Public Welfare. The Institute met twice a week 
for four weeks with lectures from leaders of other institu- 
tions, colleges and county departments of public welfare. 
The benefits received from this type of effort will, we feel, 
prove beneficial in the work here for years to come. This‘ 
was the second such training institute to which members of 
our staff have been exposed within the past fifteen years. 


In their annual session of 1956, Division Six of the 
American Legion Department of North Carolina, and their 
Auxiliary decided to designate their annual contribution 
for some specific orphanage need. It was thought that a 
definite project would create more interest and result in an 
increase in the contribution. Following this idea, they des- 
ignated their 1956 contribution to be used for new band 
uniforms which we sorely needed. The result was that for 
the first time in orphanage history our band is equipped 
with new made-to-order uniforms which can be altered to 
accommodate growth of its members. A total of $1,441.62 
was spent on this project. This was an increase over the 
recent annual contribution. 


We are sincerely grateful for the cooperation of our 
staff and the faculty of the Angier B. Duke School. Their 
combined efforts for the benefit of the children in our care 
resulting in raising our standards and also helping our 
children to appreciate opportunities which are offered here. 
One member of the school faculty is now living on our cam- 
pus and making a definite contribution to the recreation 
program. 


Although Dr. W. N. Thomas, the Orphanage physican, 
has been ill a good portion of the year, the health program 
. has not suffered. Dr. Thomas has had the support and co- 
operation of all the doctors in the community, the Shaw 
Hospital staff and facilities, and the Granville County 
Health Department. Dr. R. L. Noblin, Dr. J. S. Colson, Dr. 
R. David Noel, and Dr. Rives W. Taylor have all rendered 
professional services whenever necessary. The kind inter- 
est of our friends in the medical profession has prevented 
many emergencies from assuming serious proportions.

REPORT OF SUPERVISING MATRON 


REVEREND T. H. Brooks, Superintendent: 


As we close another fiscal year, we wonder if we have lived up 
to our motto: “Use what you have to make what you need.” With the 
numerous articles donated, our job has been a constant one in order 
to utilize every article so that it can be of some use. We are especially 
grateful for the mosquito nets from which we created crinoline slips 
for each girl on the campus. 


Maintaining a home is a problem for a single family unit, but a 
combination of one hundred different families, all with different back- 
grounds and personalities calls for much planning and constant care 
in order to create harmonious living. In order to instill desirable 
traits in these young lives, we have house parents to live with the 
children and it is a constant process to provide the necessary cloth- 
ing, guidance and personal needs of those in our charge. 


We have tried to decorate our bedrooms just as those in the pri- 
vate homes, with pictures, curtains, and the proper bedding. We wish 
to make special mention of the lovely blankets contributed from the 
Chatham Blanket Company through the courtesy of the late Con- 
gressman Thurman Chatham. Their beauty helps to make any bed- 
room more livable. 


We were very fortunate this year in obtaining a new Singer sew- 
ing machine which is equipped for heavy duty sewing. This makes 
it possible to make jackets, jeans and coats with ease. An ironing 
board and steam iron would make our department complete and give 
a more tailored look to the garments constructed here. 


Our laundry is better equipped this year in that we have added 
a wringer type washer which is used for dry cleaning. This item alone 
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has saved on dry cleaning but a steam presser with a sleeve board. is 
needed to give the proper finish to garments without leaving a gloss. 


Our housekeeping duties have been made easier by the purchase 
of a floor polisher which can be used for scrubbing the floors as well 
as polishing them. This item is a time saver and helps to keep our 
floors in good condition.

food correctly and attractively, but to can, preserve, label and store 
food for future needs. 


__ Our garden supplies us with delicious vegetables; the dairy fur- 
nishes us with sufficient milk. The farm provides beef as well as fresh 
| and cured pork. 


Our new deep-freeze unit has more than served its purpose in the 
preservation of our fruit, vegetables, meats, etc. 


We want to thank those in charge for the above-mentioned pro- 
ducts and for helpful suggestions in making the past year a success-

FARM REPORT 


Rev. T. H. Brooks, Superintendent: 


The year ending was a successful one and exceeded our expecta- 


tion in many ways. The crops grown were: corn, tobacco, vegetables, 
hay, potatoes, fruits and melons. 


The tobacco crop contained 5.6 acres of Cokers 139 and 244. The 


yield was good and the quality was above average. The entire crop 
was marketed locally. 


The corn yield was good and the average yield per acre was great- 
ly increased by the use of hybrids. 


In the truck crop operation with Mr. Roy Cheatham’s assistance 
there were 540 bushels of sweet potatoes produced, stored and cured 
in the central curing house at the institution. 


There were harvested 6,100 bushels of fruits and vegatables. The 


majority of these products were canned and the rest used in the din- 
ing department. 


The 2800 melons harvested were greatly enjoyed by the students. 


In operating the dairy, the milk production was above average 


and eleven head of cattle were culled and butchered for use of the in- 
stitution. 


There were 42 head of swine killed and used for home consump- 
tion. This and other meats were processed and cured in the new freez- 
er locker which was completed during the past year. The locker has 
greatly increased the frequency of butchering. 


Much appreciation is extended to the farm personnel for their co- 


operation in making this a most successful year for the farming de- 
partment.

The shop operates two nights 
each week, Tuesdays and Thursdays.

ANGIER B. DUKE SCHOOL 


REVEREND T. H. Brooks, Superintendent: 

“Education is concerned with the whole child.” With this thought 
in mind the 1956-1957 school year for the teachers was a group study 
year. A year in which teachers worked on and studied problems to- 
gether in small groups in order to understand the child and to know 
how best to guide his educational development. As a result every 
teacher did a better job in adjusting instruction to the child’s capa- - 
city, in being considerate of the child’s feelings, in taking considera- 
tion of outside activities, in setting the length of lesson assignments, 
in helping the child to attain in some form or other legitimate status 
in his group. In order to accomplish this many activities were carried 
on in our school. Underlying many of the activities which were car- 
ried on was a concern for the individual child. This concern was man- 
ifested in efforts of the teachers to study in the general field of child 
development and to adopt curriculum plans, instructional materials, 
and class and school organizations to the needs of individual children. 
With this type of program no child was forever the least successful 
member of his group. This kept every child happy and contented. 
These two qualities, happiness and contentment, are prerequisites of 
learning. 


We enrolled 326 children. It was interesting to note their growth 
patterns. They did not all achieve to the same extent, at the same rate 
or in the same way; but each child made some progress. The teachers 
accepted them where they were with respect to their development and 
aided them in progressing from that point as much as possible. In 
short, the teachers were concerned with the total development of the 
child and not merely with his intellectual development. 


We attribute the children’s development in school not only to the 
teacher’s guidance program, but also to the children’s surroundings. 


Many thanks to Superintendent T. H. Brooks, for the part he 
played in making the children happy. The school building was paint- 
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ed inside and outside, venetian blinds were put at each window in the 
classrooms, and he gave a much needed audio-visual aid equipment to 
the school—a television. 

To aid in the instructional program the parents and teachers 
purchased an extra duplicating machine, a phonograph, fifty-six re- 
cords and additional rhythm band instruments. 

The library, one of the best avenues of learning in the school, 
was improved through the help of the City Superintendent, Mr. C. W. 
Duggins. He was instrumental in providing many library books and 
periodicals used to supplement textbooks in connection with units of 
work carried on in the classroom. 

With improved teacher growth, improved physical surroundings 
and curriculum materials, we noticed improved child growth. Last 
year with a membership of 316 pupils, 13% or 42 pupils failed to 
show sufficient growth to be promoted. This year with a membership 
of 300 pupils only 22 or 7% failed to show sufficient growth for pro- 
motion. 

The children showed their interest by their use and care of im- 
provements which were made. 

Many thanks to Superintendent Brooks, Superintendent Duggins, 
the P. T. A., and students for making 1956-1957 a very successful 


school year. .

Attached hereto, as Exhibit “A”, is a balance sheet of all funds. 
The records of the Institution are carried on a cash basis; however, 
this balance sheet is prepared on an accrual basis. 


Attached hereto, as Schedule B-3, is a statement of the budget 
operations for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1957. Revenue exceeded 
the estimated amount in the sum of $4,191.20, while the expenditures 
exceeded the estimated amount in the sum of $4,646.70. 


A summary statement of comparative receipts and costs of the 
Maintenance Fund for the two fiscal years ended June 30, 1956 and 
June 30, 1957, is attached hereto, as Schedule B-4. 


The per capita cost for the year under review amounted to 
$664.31, as compared with $657.32, for the preceding year and is so 
shown on Schedule B-5, attached hereto. 


The nominal profit from the Farm, Garden and Dairy operations 
amounted to $11,636.93, as shown on Schedule B-6, attached hereto. 
This statement was prepared from data given us without verification. 
and the quantities and prices were accepted by us without verification. 


Attached hereto, as Exhibit ‘‘C’’, is a statement of the Capital 
Assests amounting to $542,650.00. The valuations placed on the Capital 
Assests were estimates arrived at by inspecting the policies of insur- 
ance coverage and other data and information obtained from the 
Superintendent and members of the Executive Committee of the Board 
of Directors. These valuations are subject to future appraisal and 
changes the Board of Directors may deem advisable to make. 


Exhibit “D”, attached hereto, is a statement of the Trust Funds, 
which we believe to be self-explanatory. During the year under re- 
view the Orphanage was recipient of an anonymous gift of five 
shares of common stock in the Dan River Mills, valued at $55.00, and 


was given to the orphanage without restrictions. This gift was placed 
in the J. G. G. Trust Fund. 


Operations within the Scholarship Fund are shown on Schedules 
D-1 and D-2, attached hereto. There remained in this Fund at June 
30, 1957, an unexpended cash balance of $1,842.98. This Fund was 
created in the fiscal year 1943-44. Revenue accruing to this Fund 
cosists of contributions from various individuals and organizations. 
The purpose of this Fund is to aid worthy high school graduates of 
the institution in defraying college expenses. The advances made 
from this Fund for that purpose are repayable at the pleasure of the 
parties to whom advances have been made. Outstanding advances at 


June 30, 1957, amounted to $14,452.28, and are so shown on Schedule 
D-2, attached hereto. 


Attached hereto, as Exhibit “E,” is a statement of the Children’s 


Fund. This Fund represents money on deposit with the Budget Offi- 
cer, subject to withdrawal by the children. 
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GENERAL 


Our audit consisted of an examination of the cash receipts and 
disbursements records. However, we did not examine in detail every 
financial transaction recorded in the records during the year under 
review. We verified the receipts as shown on the records of the In- 
stitution with the respective depositories. All disbursements were 
evidenced by properly executed checks, on which the endorsements 
appeared in order. We reconciled the cash balances at June 30, 1957, 
with the respective depositories and found same in agreemet with the 
records of the institution: 

The imprest Cash Fund and the Children’s Fund were properly 
accounted for. We examined by inspection and count the assets com- 
prising the Trust Funds. 

No inventories of food and supplies at June 30, 1957, were taken 
into consideration in the audit, as we assumed there would be little 
difference in the beginning and ending inventories. 

All Exhibits and Schedules included in this Audit report not re- 
ferred to, are we believe self-explanatory. 

We acknowledge with appreciation, the cooperation extended us 
by the personnel of the Institution during the course of our examina- 
tion.
